HIS Volume is a Supplement to the firſt edition of the 
| Abridgment of the Statutes printed A. D. 1739, being a 
- continuation of the Abridgment from that time to the year 
1761, the period at which the ſecond edition 1s ended. But 
this volume does not contain all that are now called Public As. 
For many ſtatutes are declared by an expreſs clauſe to be Public Acts, 
which are really of a private nature: ſuch as acts for making par- 
ticular Turnpike roads, for building particular Bridges, Churches, 
County gaols, Hoſpitals, Workhouſes, Sc. for making Rivers navi- 
gable, or eſtabliſhing ferries upon them ; for making Harbours ; for 
granting duties of exciſe to particular towns in Scotland; for pav- 
ing ſtreets ; or lighting and watching provincial towns; or erecting 
courts of conſcience in them, &c. Statutes of this kind are now ex- 
tremely numerous; and to inſert them in any collection intended for 
public ſale, would very much increaſe both the bulk and the price of 
it; and would be of no uſe to the generality of purchaſers. For theſe * 
reaſons it has been uſual ever ſince 25 Geo. 2. A. D. 1752. to omit 
theſe ſtatutes, even in the cõſſectionñ of the acts of cach Sefton, pub- 
liſhed every year. 


Yet the ſtatute concerning the extenſive navigation of the nver 
Thames is here abridged ; as alſo the acts for eſtabliſhing courts of 
conſcience in the populous diſtricts in the neighbourhood of London. 
But it has been thought ſufficient to give only ſhort notes of the 
acts for draining Fens; and of the acts erecting. new funds for the in- 
tereſt of the National debts. 


It is proper here to make acknowledgment for the aſſiſtance re- 
ceived from Mr. Swinton's accurate and judicious Abridgment of the

III. Ser. 3. All the Britiſb forts, ſettlements, and factories, on the coaſt of Africa, 
beginning at cape Blanco, and extending to the cape of Gcod Hope incluſive, and al!

Upon oath before two commiſſioners of exciſe, or two juſtices of 
peace for the county or place from whence ſuch rum, Sc. is to be exported, that 
the ſame is to be exported for merchandize to be ſpent beyond the ſeas; and upon 
producing to the commiſſioners of exciſe or their officer having cuſtody of the bonds 
given in purſuance of the former act for ſecuring the exciſe, a certificate under the

The receipts of ſuch treaſurers ſhall be ſufficient diſcharges to all high 
conſtables ; and the diſcharges of the juſtices by their orders at their general or 
quarter ſeſſions to ſuch treaſurers, ſhall be ſufficient diſcharges in any court of law 
or equity. 

x Sf. 10. No new rate ſhall be made until it appear to the juſtices at their general 
or quarter ſeſſions, by the accounts of the treaſurers or otherwiſe, that three fourths of 
the money collected by the preceding rate have been expended. 

XI. Sec. 11. It ſhall be lawful for the juſtices at their general or quarter ſeſſions,

The juſtices of the peace for the 
vwill-riding of Yorkſhire, not being dealers in woollen cloth, or owners, farmers or 
occupiers of any fulling-mill, at their general quarter-ſeiſſions of the peace next after 
Eaſt yearly, ſhall appoint ſo many perſons following or brought up in the trade of 
4 maker or dreſſer of woollen broad cloth in the ſaid riding, as they think convenient, 
to be meaſurers and ſearchers of cloth at the mills in the ſaid riding, over and above 
ſuch perſons as may be appointed ſearchers by 11 Geo. 1. cap. 24. or 7 Geo. 2. cap. 25. 
and ſtation the meaſurers and ſearchers ſo choſen at ſuch mills, as to the juſtices in 
ſeſſions ſhall ſeem convenient; and ſhall aſſign to the ſaid meaſurers any yearly ſalaries 
not exceeding 25 J. to each. 

CCCXLIX. Se. 2. If any ſuch ſearcher die during the year in which he is a 
ſearcher, or by ſickneſs or accident be rendered incapable of executing the office ;

XII. ſhall 
forteit double the value of the owner's damages, witn ſuch coſts of proſecution ag 
ſhall be adjudged reaſonable by the juſtice betore whom convicted; and in cafe im- 
mediate payment be not made, it ſhall be lawful for the juſtice to cauſe the offeader 
to be commirted to the houle of correction, to be there whipped and kept to hard 
labour for any time not exceeding.

parochial place. And where banns ſhall be publiſhed in any church or chapel

All perſons ſound guilty of wilful murder, 
ſhall be executed according to law on the day next but one atter ſentence paſſed, unleſs 
the ſame happen to be Sunday, and in that caſe on the Monday following. 

X. $24. 2. The body of ſuch murderer ſhall, if ſuch conviction and execution be in 
Middleſex, or the city of London, or the liberties thereof, be immediately conveyed by

the major part of the juſtices then aſſembled think convenient, to keep ale-houſes,

committees thereof upon the bounty granted by his Majeſty, until the ſituation and 
deſcription of ſuch private ſchool be regiſtered in a book, ro be kept by the clerks 
of the ſeveral ſhires, ſtewartries, and burghs in Scotland, together with a certificate 
of every ſuch maſter and teacher having qualified himſelf by taking the oaths ap- 
pointed to be taken by perſons in offices of public truſt in Scatland; and every ſuch 


maſter and teacher ſhall as often as prayers are ſaid in ſuch ſchool pray or cauſe 


to be prayed for his Majeſty by name and all the royal family ; and it any perſon

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CLXV. $22. 37. Whereas the Eaſt India company have eſtabliſhed a fund for pro. 
viding for ſeamen diſabled in their ſervice, and for the widows and children of ſuch ;« 
are killed or drowned, no maſter officer ſeaman ſervant. or apprentice employed in the 
ſervice of the ſaid company, during the time they are ſo employed, ſhall be liable to the 
payment of 6d. per month. 

CLXVI. Sed. 38. No maſter officer ſeaman ſervant or apprentice employed in the 
ſervice of the ſaid company, ſhall be intitled to any benefit by this act, in reſpect of 
any incapacity by ſickneſs wounds or misfortune during the time of their being employ. 
ed in the ſaid company's ſervice ; nor ſhall the widows or children of ſeamen killed or 
drowned in the ſervice of the ſaid company, be intitled to any benefit by this act, by 
reaſon of any ſuch ſeamens being killed or drowned during the time of being employ. 
ed in the faid company's ſervice. a | | 

CLXVII. Se. 39. All penalties incurred by this act, ſhall be recovered in any 
court of record in England, wherein no eſſoin, &c. ſhall be allowed; and if a verdi® 
paſs for the plaintiff he ſhall have double coſts ; and one moiety of the ſaid penalties 
ſhall go to the uſes of this act, and the other moiety to ſuch perſon as ſhall ſue for 
the ſame. 

CLXVIII. Se. 40. This act ſhall be deemed a public act. And if any action 
be brought in relation to the premiſſes, every ſuch action ſhall be brought within 
three months next after, in the county where the fact was done; and the defendant 
may plead the general iſſue; and if the plaintiff be nonſuited, &c. the defendant. ſhall 
have double coſts. 


CLXIX. Stat. 22 Geo. 2. cap. 52. The eſtates of the late earl of Derwentwater 
and Charles Radcliffe his brother are veſted in 16 of the commiſſioners of Greenwich- 
hoſpital, tor an abſolute eſtate of inheritance for the benefit of the hoſpital. And the 
commillioners or any ſeven of them are impowered to appoint officers to receive the 
rents, and to allow them ſalaries; and to make ſale of timber without applying to 
the court of Exchequer, and to cut down timber for repairs ; and to demiſe the mines, 
lands, Fc. for 21 years on reſerved rents without fines; and they may apply to the 
court of Exchequer for orders on the tenants to produce writings for alcertaining fines 
cuſtoms and ſervices. They are to appoint by deed inrolled in Chancery other truſtees 
in the room of ſuch of the 16 as ſhall die. 6000 /. is given to the ladies Charlotte 
Radcliffe, Barbara Radcliffe, and Mary Radcliffe, the daughters of Charles Radcliffe : 
and 24000 l. is ſettled in truſt for James Bartholomew Radcliffe the eldeſt fon of Charles 


Radcliffe, and his iſſue male and female, and in default of iſſue in truſt for James Ce- 


ment Radcliffe the younger ſon of Charles Radcliffe, and his iſſue male and female, and in 
default of iſſue in truſt for the executors adminiſtrators and aſſigns of James Bartholomew 


Radcliffe. 


CLXX. Stat. 24 Geo. 2. cap. 47. ſect. 10. There ſhall be allowed upon the books 
of every ſhip of war in ſea-pay, one other ſeaman in every 100 men that the compliment 
of ſuch ſhip conſiſts of, for ſuch time only as the number of men employed in the royal 
navy exceeds not 20000 : and the produce of the wages of each ſuch ſeaman, and the 
value of his victuals ſhall be applied to the relief of the poor widows of commiſſion and 


warrant officers of the royal navy; over and above the one ſeaman allowed them by

CLXXI. Stat. 31 Geo. 2. cap. 10. ſef. 1. Any ſeaman or able-bodied landman who. 


ſhall voluntarily enter his name with any commiſſion officer of the fleet appointed. for 
entering ſuch volunteers, in order to ſerve in any of the ſhips of his Majeſty ficting out 
for ſea, or in want of men, and ſhall receive a certificate of his ſo doing from ſuch com- 
miſſion officer (who is to give ſuch certificates, without fee, and date the ſame} and ſhall 
forthwith proceed towards tuch ſhip, and make his appearance on board the ſame with- 
in 14 days from the date of ſuch certificate inclufive of the day of the date if the place 
where he ſo enters be not above 100 miles from the port where ſuch ſhip lies, or with- 
in 20 days if it be at a greater diflance, or within 30 days if the place where he ſo 
enters be above 200 miles diſtant, every ſuch perſon ſhall be intitled to wages from

the date of ſuch certificate incluſive of the day of the date, and ſhall be allowed the.

Every ſeaman or able-bodied landman entered on the books of an 
ſhip belonging to his Majeſty, as ſupernumerary to the complement of ſuch ſhip 
ſhall be inticled to his wages, upon the books of the firſt, and of every othe« ſhip 
in which he ſhall ſerve for 10 days, and ſhall receive all other benefits as if he were par: 
of the complement thereof. | 

CLXXIII. Sec. 3. Where ſuch ſeaman or landman ſhall have been lent from one ſhip 
to another, he ſhall continue to be borne for and intitled to his wages, upon the books 


of ſuch ſhip from which he ſhall have been ſo lent, until he be diſcharged. 


CLXXIV. Sed. 4. In caſe any inferior officer or ſeaman be turned over from one 
ſhip to another either by order from the admiralty or from any commander in chief of 
any ſquadron, in any port of Great Britain or on the coaſt, every ſuch officer and 
ſeaman, in caſe ſuch ſhip into which he is ſo turned over be in or come into any port 
of Great Britain where any commiſſioner of the navy reſides, ſhall be paid, by pro- 
per pay liſts to be made out, all the wages due to him in the ſhip from which he is 
ſo turned over, before the ſhip, into which he is turned over, proceed to ſea, unleſs 
it be otherwiſe directed by ſpecial order from the admiralty in caſes of the greateſt 
exigency only: and if ſuch ſhip in purſuance of the ſaid order proceed to ſea before 
ſuch payment can be made, then the ſaid wages ſhall be paid as ſoon as ſuch ſhip 
r again into any ſuch port of Great Britain where any commiſſioner of the navy 
reſides. 

CLXXV. Se. 5. In caſe any officer or ſeaman be turned over from one ſhip to 
another, ſuch officer or ſeaman ſo turned over ſhall not ſerve or be rated in a worſe qua- 
lity or lower degree, than he ſerved in or was rated for in the ſhip from which he was 
turned over; and ſhall receive, over and above the wages then due to him, an ad- 
vance of two months wages, before the ſhip into which he is ſo turned over; proceed to 
ſea, in caſe he have not received ſuch advance in any of the ſhips from which he is fo 
turned over. | | 

CLXXVI. $e#. 6. Out of the monies granted in this ſeſſion of parliament for the 
ſervice of the navy, and out of all ſuch ſupplies as ſhall be granted in parliament 
for any naval ſervices, ſuch ſums ſhall in the firſt place be appropriated; and ſhall 
from time to time be applied, as are ſufficient for the regular payment of all tickets 
made out in manner herein after directed for the wages due to any officer or ſea- 
man, and for the regular diſcharge of all wages due, upon any ſhip's books to any 
officer or ſeaman in the royal navy, in manner following; viz. when any of the ſhips 
of his Majeſty have been in ſea pay 12 months, or more, if ſuch ſhip then be or 
arrive in any port of. Great Britain or on the coaſt thereof, the captain or commander. 
ſhall immediately cauſe to be made out five complete pay books for all the officers 
and ſeamen belonging to the ſaid ſhip for all the time that ſuch ſhip has been in fea 
pay, except the laſt ſix months, to which time, viz. the laſt ſtx months, the 
wages due upon all ſuch ſhips are hereby intended to be cleared ; and ſhall fend by 


the firſt opportunity ſuch pay books with three alphabets and a flop book to the 


commiſſioners of the navy at their board; and whenſoever any ſuch ſhip having 
been 12 months or more in ſea pay is or arrives in any port of Great Britain where 


any commiſſioner of the navy reſides, the commiſſtoners of the navy at their board 


are to ſollicit ſuch ſums of money as be ſufficient, and as ſoon as the ſame be il, 
lued to cauſe immediate payment to be made of all the wages due upon the laid pay 
books to all ſuch officers and ſeamen, their executors or adminiftrators, or to their 


reſpective attornies, deducting whatever monies have been paid before by way of ad- 


vance, or that ſtand againſt them in the books of ſuch ſhips on account of any 
defalcation; leaving always ſix months wages, and no more, due to ſuch officers and 
leamen for their ſervice in ſuch ſhip, unpaid : and whenever any of the ſhips of his Ma- 
eſty return home in order to be laid up, all the wages due to the officers and ſeamen 


lervſhg on board ſuch ſhip ſhall be entirely paid off within two months after the arrival 


of ſuch ſhip in the port where the ſame is to be laid up: and the computation of the 
lid months wages ſhall be by reckoning 28 days to the month. 1 
CLXXVII. Sg. 7, Whenſoever any application is made to the commiſſioners of 
te navy at their board by any inferior officer or ſeaman then in the ſervice of * 
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jeſty, and who has been abſent either with the leave of the commanding officer, or 
upon duty, at the payment of the ſhip whercunto he did belong, or from the cap. 
tain or commander of any ſhip of his Majeſty on board of which ſuch officer or 
ſcaman then ſerves; in caie ſuch ſhip be in any port where any commillioner of the 
navy reſides, then the commiſſioners of the navy at their board ſhall Immediately 
upon {ſuch application, cauſe the pay books of ſuch ſhip ſo paid, or pay liſts for ſuch 
othcgrs and leamen ſo unpaid made out from them, to be ſent to the commiſſioners of 
the navy at the port where ſuch ſhip is to which ſuch officers or ſeamen then belong; 
and ſuch commiſtioner of the navy ſhall forthwith cauſe payment to be made to the ſaid 
Officers and ſcamen of the wages which they were entitled to receive on the payment of 
{uch ſhip. - ; 

CLXXVIII. Sc. 8. If any inferior officer or ſeaman die in the ſervice of his Ma- 
ieſty, the captain or commander of the ſhip in which he ſerved at the time of his death, 
ſhall as ſoon as may be after his death make out a ticket for the wages due at the time 
of his death; which ticket the ſaid captain or commander ſhall ſign and fhall cauſe 
to be ſigned by the proper ſigning officers, and ſhall ſend the ticket by the firſt oppor- 
tunity to the commiſſioners of the navy at their board, for the uſe of the exccutors 
or adminiſtrators of ſuch officer or ſcaman : and the ſaid commiſſioners of the navy 
ſhall immediately caule the day of the receipt of ſuch ticket to be indoried thereon ; 
and ſuch ticket ſhall be forthwith examined, and ſhall by three of the ſaid com- 
miſſioners of the navy be afſigned for payment within one month from the day of 
the making ſuch indorſement ; and ſhall without fee be delivered on demand to the 
executors or adminiſtrators of ſuch officer or ſeaman or to their reſpective attor- 
ney; and the money due thercon ſhall without fee be paid to ſuch executors or 
adminiſtrators or their attorney as ſoon as ſuch ticket be brought to the pay office of 
the navy. | 
CLXXIX. Sed. 9. When any inferior officer or ſeaman in the ſervice of his Ma- 
jeſty, by wounds, ſickneſs, or iniirmiry is diſabled, in caſe he ſhall be on board any 
ſhip then in any port of Great Britain or on the coaſt, or belonging to any ſquadron not 
in any port of Great Britain or on the coalt, the captain or commander of ſuch ſhip 
ſhall repreſent the ſame to the commander 1n chief of any ſquadron of his Majeſty's 
ſhips who is to inquire into the ſame; and if he be ſatisfied thereof, ſhall order ſuch 
captain to diicharge ſuch officer or leaman, and to make out and ſign in the uſua! 
form a ticket for the wages then due; or if ſuch ſhip be not in any port of Great 
Britain or on the coaſt, nor belong to any ſquadron, or be ſeparated from the com- 
mander in chief of any ſquadron to which ſuch ſhip belongs, then the captain or 


commander of ſuch ſhip being ſatisfied of ſuch diſability ſhall diſcharge ſuch otficer | 


or ſcaman, and ſhall make out ſuch ticket without the direction of any ſuch com- 
mander in chief, and ſhall ſign the ſame himſelf, and cauſe it to be ſigned by the 
proper ligning officers: and whenever any ſuch officer or ſeaman fo dilabled 15 
diſcharged, and ſuch ticket ſo made out and ſigned, ſuch captain or commander 


mall at che ſame time deliver to ſuch officer or ſeaman, without fee, a certificate 


er his diitharge, containing a copy of the laid ticket, and a deſcription of the per- 


fon for whom juch ticket was ſo made out; which ticket ſhall not be delivered to

ſuch oficer or ſcaman, but fuch captain ſhall ſend the ſame by the firſt opportunity 


to the commutioncrs of the navy at their board, for the uſe of ſuch officer or ſeaman; 
md the laid commiſſioners ſhall immediately cauſe the day when they receive ſuch 
ticket to be endorſed thereon, and ſuch ticket ſhall be forthwith examined, and 
Wali by three cr more of the ſaid commiſſioners be aſſigned ior paymeat within 
ang month trom the day of the making ſuch endorſement : and in caſe ſuch officer 
er !carman preſent the ſaid certificate of his diſcharge at the navy office, the ſaid 
commiſſioners of the navy, or any of them, ſhall torthwith examine the ſaid cer- 
uhcate, and the perſon preſenting the ſame, and being ſatisfied that the ſaid certificate 
was made out for the taid perlon, and that he is rendered unſerviceable, ſhall ſign 
and teftify the fame on ſuch certificate; and the ſaid ticket being ſo aſſigned tor 
payment ſhall, without fee, be immediately delivered to. ſuch officer or ſcaman to 
whom ſuch certificate of di charge was granted, and to no other perſon; and the 
money due thereen ſhall without fee be paid to ſuch officer or ſeaman, and to yo 
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other perion, as ſoon as ſuch ticket is brought to che pay office of the navy; vr 
if the ſaid ticket ſhall not be received by the committioners of the navy at their board, 
then the ſaid certificate ſhall be foithwith examined, and the money appearing to be 
due on the ſaid ticket by the copy thereof contained in the ſaid certificate hall be 
paid to the perſon producing the fame, and to no other perſon, in like manner as if the 
{aid original ticket had been received: and in caſe any officer or ſeaman {o ditcharged 
be deſirous to receive his wages at any port in Great Britain where a commiiioner of 
the navy reſides, and preſent to ſuch commiſſioner the certificate of his ditchuarge,. the 
ſaid committoner being {atisfhied that the faid certificate was made out ior the fail 
perſon, and that he is rendered unlerviceable, ſhall ſign and teſtify the fame on ſuch 
certificate and tranſmit ſuch certificate to the commiſſioners of the navy at their 
board, who are within four days aiter the receipt of ſuch certificate to cauſe the tictet 
tranſmitted to them and aftigned ior payment, or if ſuch ticket be not received by 
them, then the ſaid certificate inſtead thereof, to be ſent to the commiioner of the 
navy at ſuch port, who ſhall cauie the money due thereon to be immedtately pail 
at ſuch port, to ſuch officer or ſeaman, without fee or deduction ; and the commi!- 
ſioner of the navy at ſuch port where ſuch certificate is to preſented ſhall fend fuch 
oiticer or ſeaman with an order to the neareſt hoſpital, who ſhall receive ſuch office 
or ſeaman and victual him from the time he preſents ſuch certificate until he be to paid 
the wages due to him. 

CLXXX. Sec. 10. In caſe any ſuch certificate delivered to ſuch inferior officer or 
ſeaman ſo diſcharged on account of being rendered unſerviceable, happen to be loſt 
or deſtroyed, or if any ſuch officer or ſcaman appear not and preſent the ſame to 
the commiſſioners of the navy at their board, or to the commiſſioner of the navy ar 
any ſuch port in Great Britain, as aforeſaid; in which caſes the wages due to fuch 
officer or ſeaman would not be payable by virtue of the ticket made out for him or 
it the wages due upon ſuch ticket be not paid before the general payment of the ſhip's 
company; in every ſuch caſe the commiſſioners of the navy at their board ſhall cauſe 
ſuch ticket to be cancelled, and all ſuch wages ſhall become payable to ſuch officer or 
jeaman his executors or adminiſtrators or to their reſpective attornies, when the wages 
due upon ſuch ſhip ſhall be paid, in the manner preſcribed by this act, and as if ſuch 
ticket and certificate had never been made out. = 

CLXXXI. Se. 11. When any inferior officer or ſeaman belonging to any ſhip. of 
his Majeſty, by order of the captain or commander of ſuch ſhip is ſet ſick aſhore, 
and ſent into any hoſpital or ſick quarters, ſuch captain or commander ſhall make 
our a ſick ticket for the wages then due to ſuch officer or ſeaman, and ſhall {gn 
the ſame himſelf, and cauſe it to be ſigned by the proper ſigning officers ; which ſick 
ticket ſhall be tranſmitted along with ſuch officer or ſeaman to ſuch hoſpital or fick 
quarters; and if ſuch officer or ſeaman not being cured in ſuch hoſpital be regularly 
diſcharged from thence as unſerviceable, then a certificate of ſuch diſcharge with the 
ſaid ſick ticket annexed ſhall be delivered to him; and in caſe he preſent the fame 
to the commiſſioner of the navy reſiding in any port in Great Britain, ſuch commil- 
ſioner of the navy, upon examining the perſon preſenting the fame, and being ſatis- 
fed that he is rendered un{erviceable, ſhall ſign and teſtiſy the ſame on ſuch certili— 
cate, and ſhall forthwith tranſmit ſuch certificate with the laid ſick ticket annexed to 
the commiſſioners of the navy at their board, who are immediately to cauſe the day 
when they receive the ſame to be indorſed thereon, and tuch certificate and ſick ticker 
annexed to be examined by the muſter books if received, and a proper ticket or pay 
liſt in the uſual form to be made out within four days after the receipt of ſuch certi- 
ficate and ſick ticket, for the payment of all wages due to ſuch officer or ſeaman; 
and ſhall fend ſuch ticket or pay liſt without delay to the ſaid commiſſioner of the 
navy at ſuch port, who ſhall without fee cauſe the money due thereon to be imme- 
diately paid to ſuch officer or ſeaman; who notwithſtanding ſuch diſcharge ſhal: be 
maintained in ſuch hoſpital, or ſick quarters, from the time he preſents ſuch certiü- 
cate and ſick ticket annexed until he be ſo paid the wages due to him. 

CLXXXII. Sd. 12. In caſe the muſter books or pay books for any ſuch ſhip be 
not regularly tranſmitted to and received by the commiſſioners of the navy, in the 
manner before preſcribed, yet the payment of the tickets, or certificates containing 
copics thereof, or pay liſts, ſhal! nor be W 458 ; bur if any error to the Rp” 
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of the public treaſure be made in any ſuch ticket or certificate or pay lifts, by the 
captain or commander making out the ſame, the loſs ariſing by ſuch error ſal b. 
made good out of any wages due to ſuch captain or commander by whom {uch 
or certificate or pay liſt was ſo made out. 

CLXXXIII. Se. 13. When any ſhip not in any port of Great Britain or on tl. 
coaſt has twelve months wages due, the captain or commander ſhall cauſe to be rc, 
over the names of all the inferior officers and ſeamen belonging to ſuch ſhip, an- 
ſhall cauſe every officer and ſeaman to anſwer to his name; and ſhall do the fam 
at the end of every ſix months, as long as ſuch ſhip has twelve months or more Wages 
due; and if any officer or ſeaman thereupon declare or deliver in writing, the name 
and place of abode of his wife, father, or mother, and defire that the whole, or any 
part, of his wages then due (except the wages for the laſt ſix months) ſhould be paid 
to his ſaid wife, father, or mother, by the receiver general of the land tax for any 
county, Sc. in Great Britain, or by the collector of the cuſtoms for any port, or col. 
lector of the exciſe for any collection in Great Britain, or by the clerk of the cheque 
at any of his Majeſty's dock yards; then the captain or commander is to cauſe four 
liſts to be made out, containing the names of ſuch inferior officers and ſeamen as he 
deſirous to remit to their wives, Sc. the whole, or any part, of their wages, in which 
liſts, the amount of the wages ſo deſired to be paid, the name and place of abode or 
ſuch officer or ſeaman's wite, father, or mother, to whom ſuch wages are to be paid, 
and the receiver general of the land tax, collector of the cuſtoms, colle&or of the 
exciſe, or clerk of the cheque, by whom ſuch wages are to be made payable, ſhall 
be ſpecified in three ſeparate columns, oppoſite to the name of ſuch officer or ſeaman, 
in the ſaid liſts ; and every officer or feaman ſo deſiring that any part of his wages may 
be paid to his wife, Sc. ſhall write his name, or make his mark, in a ſeparate co- 
lumn in the ſaid liſts; which liſts ſhall be forthwith compleated, and figned by the 
captain or commander and proper ſigning officers of ſuch ſhip; and ſuch captain or 
commander ſhall tranſmit the ſaid liſts by the firſt opportunity to the commiſſioners 
of the navy at their board; and the ſaid commiſſioners upon receiving ſuch lifts wherein 
any ſuch allotment is made by any inferior officer or ſeaman, of any part of his 
wages to his wife, Sc. ſhall immediately cauſe to be made out two bills for every ſuch 
allotment ; which bills ſhall be duplicates, and joined together with oblique lines or 
devices; and ſhall be made payable to the wife, father, or mother, reſpectively, of 
ſuch inferior officer or ſeaman, by the receiver general of the land tax, collector of 
the cuſtoms, collector of the exciſe, or clerk of the cheque reſpectively, according to 
the appointment in ſuch liſts ; and the ſaid bills, being numbered and dated, ſhall be 
ſigned by any three commiſſioners of the navy, and be written or printed according

And as ſoon as the ſaid bills are made out and ſigned, the commiſſioners of the navy 
ſhall cauſe them to be cut aſunder indentwiſe through the oblique lines or devices 
and ſhall cauſe one of the ſaid bills to be tranſmitted forthwith to the perſon no- 
minated in ſuch lifts as the wife, father, or mother, of ſuch oitcer or ſcaman, and 
the other to the ſaid receiver general of the land tax, collector of the cuſtoms, col- 
lector of the exciſe, or clerk of the cheque, on whom ſuch bill is drawn: and the re- 
ceiver general, Sc. if the ſaid duplicates of ſuch bill be produced within fix calendar 
months from the date, are to examine ſuch duplicate together with the certificate to be 
produced as aforeſaid; and to enquire into the truth thereof by the oath of the perſon

Where any rogues or vagabonds apprehended by any conſtable or 
other perſon, or upon ſuch ſearch, are brought before any juſtice, ſuch juſtice ſhall 
inform himſelf, by the examination upon oath of the perſon apprehended, or of any 
other perſon, of the condition and circumſtances of the perion fo apprehended, and 
of the pariſh where he was laſt legally ſettled; the ſubſtance of which examination 
ſhall be put into writing, and be ſigned by the perſon examined and by the juſtice, 
and be tranſmitted to the next general or quarter-ſ{effions of the peace, there to be 
filed; and ſuch juſtice ſhall order all fuch perſons ſo apprehended, to be publicly 
whipt by the conſtable, petty conſtable, or tythingman, or {ome other perſon appoint- 
ed by ſuch conſtable, &c. of ſuch pariſh or place where ſuch perlons were apprehend- 
ed: or order ſuch perſons to be ſent to the houſe of correction until the next general 
or quarter ſeſſions, or for any leſs time; and after ſuch whipping or confinement, 
ſuch juſtice may, by a paſs under hand and ſeal in the manner and form hereafter dt- 
rected, caule ſuch perions to be conveyed to the place of their lait legal ſettlement;

LVII. Ses. 11. The conſtable, or officer, who receives ſuch pa's and certificate, 
ſhall convey the perſon named in ſuch paſs, in ſuch manner, and in ſuch time, as by 
the ſame paſs is directed, the next direct way to the place where he or ſhe is to be 
ſent, if ſuch place be in the ſame county or franchiſe where the ſaid perſon was appre-

Every maſter of any ſhip or pacquet boat bound for Ireland, the 
iſles of Man, Jerſey, Guernſey, or Scilly, ſhall, upon warrant to him directed under the 
hand and ſeal of a juſtice of the peace of the county or place where fuch ſhip lies, take 
on board the ſame ſuch vagrants as be named in the faid warrant, and convey them to

LXII. Sec. 16. The juſtices of peace of any county, Sc. ſhall at the gencral or 
quarter-ſeſſions of the peace, appoint what rates per mile, or otherwiſe, ſhall be made 
for the paſſing or maintaining of rogues, vagabonds, or incorrigible rogues ; and may 
likewiſe make ſuch other orders for the more regular proceeding therein, within their 
reſpective juriſdictions, as they think proper; which rates and orders ſhall be obſerved

In caſe any petty conſtable, or other ſuch officer of any pariſh or 
place, bring to any high conſtable any ſuch certificate as aforelaid, aſcertaining how 
and for what rates he is required to convey any vagabonds, &c. together with a receipt 
from any conſtable or other perſon to whom the perſon ſo to be conveyed was deli- 
vered, the {aid high conſtable ſhall pay unto ſuch petty conſtable the rates aſcertained by 
ſuch certificate, taking from ſuch petty conſtable ſuch certificate, and his receipt for 
the ſame; and the ſaid high conſtable ſhall be allowed the fame by the treaſurer of the 
county, &c. on his paſſing his accounts, upon his producing and delivering up ſuch 
certificate and receipt, and giving his own receipt to ſuch treaſurer z and the juſtices

demand; and in cities and places where there is no high conſtable, ſuch petty conſta- 
bles or other officers ſhall be allowed what they ſo pay purſuant to ſuch certificate, in 
their accounts, upon their producing and delivering up ſuch vouchers; or in cale an 
maſter of a houſe of correction deliver ſuch certificate and receipt to any treaſurer, ſock 
treaſurer ſhall pay the rates therein aſcertained to ſuch maſter of a houſe of correction, 
taking his receipt, which ſhall be allowed to ſuch treaſurer in his accounts, on his pro- 
ducing and delivering up ſuch vouchers. ; 

LXIV. Sec. 18. In caſe any ſuch petty conſtable, or other officer, or maſter of 
any houſe of correction, counterteit any ſuch certificate, receipt, or note, or make, 
or knowingly permit to be made, any alteration therein, he ſhall forfeit 50 J. and in 
caſe he convey not the perſons to the place where they ought to be conveyed, or deli- 
ver them not to the proper perſon, or if any conſtable or other perſon refuſe to receive 
any ſuch perſons ſent to them, or to give a receipt as before directed, the conſtable or 
other perſon ſhall forfeit 20 J. which forfeiture ſhall be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of the

LXV. $Se#. 19. The pariſh or place to which any rogue, vagabond, or incorrigible 
rogue, is conveyed by pals as aforeſaid, ſhall employ in work, or place in ſome work- 
houſe or alms-houſe, the perſon ſo conveyed to them, until he or ſhe brtake them- 
ſelves to ſome ſervice or employment: and in caſe any ſuch perſon refuſe to work, the 


overſeers of the poor of the ſame pariſh may cauſe ſuch perſon to be carried before ſome 


Juſtice of peace, in order to be ſent to the houſe of correction, there to be kept to 
hard labour, 


LXVI. Ses. 20. Where perſons by lunacy or otherwiſe are furiouſly mad, and 


dangerous to be permitted to go abroad, it ſhall be lawful for two juſtices voy ſuch 
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lunatic is found, by warrant directed to the conſtables, church-wardens, and overſeers 
of the poor ot the pariſh or place, to cauſe ſuch perſon to be apprehended, and kept 
ſafely locked up in fome ſecure place, within the county or precinct as ſuch juſtices 
direct, and if ſuch juſtices find it neceſſary, to be there chained ; if the laſt legal ſet- 
tlement of ſuch perſon be in any place within ſuch county, and if ſuch ſettlement be 
not there, ſuch perſon ſhall be ſent to the place of his laſt legal ſettlement by a pats, 
mutetis mutandis, as aforeſaid, and ſhall be locked up or chained, by warrant of two:
